In claim 3, on line 2, replace the phrase "adapted to" with "configured to". 
In claim 8, on line 2, capitalize the word "internet". 

In claim 13, on line 8, between the words "number" and "to", insert phrase "in 
response to negotiation with a base station in order". 

In claim 17, on line 15, between words "client" and "initiate", insert word "to". 
In claim 22, on lines 2 and 3, capitalize the word "internet".

3. Claims 1-6, 8-11, 13-17, and 19-22 (renumbered 1-19, respectively) are allowed.
